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AT&T Equipment Upgrades at Existing Telecommunications Tower Next to Veterans Stadium

AT&T has applied for a building permit to upgrade equipment at its existing telecommunications tower next
to Veterans Stadium. This project involves the placing together of new transmission equipment at an
existing facility that does not substantially change the dimensions of such facility. Since the City does not
have, on staff, the engineering expertise to review the application, Clark Patterson was asked to review the
plans. This project does not require City planning Board approval but it does require City Council approval
as the existing AT&T Telecommunications Tower is located on property leased to AT&T from the City.

As long as AT&T allows the City Engineering Consultant to make periodic inspections during the equipment
upgrade every other component of this project complies and conforms to City Code. Attached is the formal
cover letter request submitted on behalf of AT&T. If we do not act on this request tonight it will
automatically be approved by the Federal Communications Commission as their request is independent of
any agreement we presently have to collect additional fees for transmission connections to other existing
networks.
